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Cemetery 


fees rise

The cost of grave openings 
and closings at Romulus Cem- 
etery were ordered increased 
substantially Monday night, af- 
ter City Clerk Linda Choate re- 
vealed the city had lost more 
than $52,000 in such costs in 
1992 93. 

According to a memoran- 
dum from Choate, the last fee 
increase for cemetery use was 
back in 1981, when union 
wages for Department of Pub- 
lic Works employees were 
much lower. 

During the fiscal year of 

1992- 93, Choate wrote, the total 
expenditures for the cemetery 
were $75,991, while the total 
income was only $23,925. 

“We are expecting even 
greater losses in fiscal year 

1993- 94,” she said. 

The cemetery fees currently 

from Mondays through Fridays 
are $550, while the cost to the 
city is $706.94. 

The fees for Saturdays is 
also $550, but the cost to the 
city is $925. 

Sunday and holiday fees are 
$625, Choate explained, while 
the cost to the city is $1,096.13. 
Thus the loss to the city ranges 
from $156.94 to $546.13, for the 
various days, she said. 

Thus to update the opening 
and closing of grave costs, the 
council has approved the new 
rates at: Mondays through Fri- 
days, $725; Saturdays, $925 and 
Sundays and holidays, $1,125. 

Choate further explained 
“we are not increasing costs 
for burials of babies, crema- 
tions or graves.” 

The new costs are to take ef- 
fect July 1, 1994. 

Romulus 
man guilty 
of murder 

A Detroit Recorder’s Court 
jury found a Romulus man 
guilty of murder May 2 before 
Judge Thomas Jackson. 

William Mario Johnson, 25, 
s expected to be sentenced for 
econd degree murder May 23 
lefore Jackson. Johnson was 
irrested and charged in the 
leath of Wayne resident Mar- 
in Steiner. 

Steiner’s body was found 
trapped in a mattress on Be- 
le Isle Sept. 4. He was clothed. 
>ut had no identification, ac- 
cording to Wayne police Lt. 
tfel Drews. 

During the Sept. 22 exam- 
nation before 29th District 
Jourt Judge Carolyn Arch- 
aold, prosecuting attorney 
Charles Sellers informed 
\rchbold that Robert Vass 
found Steiner’s body. He also 
stated that a dentist was able 
to match teeth marks found on 
the defendant to Steiner. 

Sellers read pail of the po- 
lice interrogation of the defen- 
dant conducted Sept. 9, 1993 by 
Wayne police Sgt. Chris John 
son at the Wayne Police De- 
partment. 

“1 was behind him and had 
him in a headlock.” Sellers 
read. “I wrapped a fan cord 
two times around his neck. 1 
saw his head turning blue. 1 
unwrapped it right away.” 

Johnson could receive up to 
life in prison.

Whistle signals battle

The annual “nighttime 
whistle” battle between the 
city of Romulus and local rail- 
roads was back on track Mon- 
day night, as veteran 
Councilman Ellis Pennington 
told a Norfolk Southern Rail- 
road representative, “We’re 
not asking you to do anything 
illegal, we just wish you would 
go away.” 

The on-going battle centers 
on the consistant train whistle 
sounds “from one end of the 
city to the other” usually after 
midnight, Pennington has 
maintained for the past few 
years. 

Pennington complains that 
the whistles literally “shake 
the bed” and keep scores of se- 
nior citizens awake through 
the night. 

He invited David Cornelius, 
Norfolk Southern special 
agent, to “use our guest room 
for a night. We might not feed 
you good, but you'll get a taste 
of what senior citizens are 
going through because of the 
train whistles.” 

Cornelius told Pennington 
his wish for the railroad to “go 
away” will not be fulfilled, but 
he said he is working with rail- 
road specialists to see what

can be done to lessen the noise 
and improve the Romulus 
lifestyle. 

He supplied city officials 
with the new railroad hotlines 
so that any malfunctions of 
railroad equipment (gates, 
bells, etc) can be reported di- 
rectly to Norfolk Southern re- 
pair crews within minutes. 

Cornelius again asked the 
city council to approve an anti- 
trespassing law, one similar to 
restrictions approved by at 
least two other area towns. 
The current request in Ro- 
mulus has been tabled by the 


City Council, until other rail- 
road issues are cleared up. 

Cornelius said problems 
have occurred with train sig- 
nals in Romulus and Norfolk 
Southern has been working for 
more than a year to clear them 
up. In other areas, the railroad 
is closing down some cross- 
ings, while making others 
more modern. 

Despite the fact that three 
railroad crossings are very 
close to each other in Ro- 
mulus, Cornelius promised no 
such closings are planned 
within the city. 

Cornelius also said it ap- 
pears the trains are traveling 
faster than they actually are. 

“Our trains can only travel 
50 miles per hour," he said, "al 
though it appears they are 
moving at a much faster clip." 

Mayor pro tern Mary Ann 
Banks echoed Pennington’s 
complaints stating “your engi 
neers seem to lay on the horns 
from one end of the town to the 
other.” 

She also said the Romaine 
railroad crossing is in very bad 
shape, “in fact if a cyclist tried 
to ride over it he would be top 
pled from his bike.” 

Councilman William Wad- 
sworth added “people don't 


A car chase involving Huron 
High School students at 
speeds up to 100 miles per 
hour early Saturday morning 
resulted in a car crash that 
claimed the life of a 33-year- 
old Romulus man, and re- 
quired the Romulus Fire De- 
partment “jaws of life” to free 
three Huron Township teen- 
agers from their smashed vehi- 
cle, according to police.. 

Romulus Traffic Officer 
Rick Schwartz said the fatality 
was Earl Wayne Plank, son of 
the late Romulus Department 
of Public Works Director Ro- 
bert Donald Plank. 

The victim was killed at 
12:10 a.m. last Saturday, 
Schwartz said, when his car 
was struck broadside at Wayne 
and Goddard Roads, by a vehi 
cle driven by an 18-year-old 
Huron resident. 

Mr. Plank was traveling east 
on Goddard and was making a 
left hand turn onto Wayne 
Road, Schwartz said, when his 
vehicle was struck. He was 
killed instantly, police 
reported. 

The other driver, an uniden- 
tified 18-year-old Huron 
Township man, reportedly was 
injured and was treated at An- 
napolis Hospital in Wayne and 
then released. 

His two teenage male pas- 
sengers, who also were extri- 
cated by firefighters, were 
treated at Annapolis Hospital 
and released over the 
weekend. 

Schwartz said an investiga- 
tion is being conducted to de- 
termine if alcohol played a

factor in the crash. 

Police said the smashed 
Huron driver’s car was chasing 
another vehicle that contained 
the driver’s ex girl friend and 
her prom date. The driver of 
that vehicle told police he was 
extremely frightened by being 
followed by three youths and 
thus attempted to flee from 
them at speeds of up to 100 
miles per hour. 

That car was not involved in 
the crash, Schwartz said. 

Mr. Plank was a machine op- 
erator with the Davison-Wright 
Fastners Co. and a member of 
the Belleville'Moose Lodge 
934. 

The funeral was at the 
Crane Funeral Home with the 
Rev. Robert Roscoe, pastor of 
the Romulus Freewill Baptist 
Church, officiating. Interment 
was in the Romulus Cemetery. 


Chemical Awareness 
week set to begin

Chemical Awareness Week 
begins next Sunday and it will 
provide a good opportunity for 
Romulus residents to learn 
about chemicals in their 
homes or workplace, Margaret 
LeDuk, emergency manage- 
ment director, urged today. 

“While we have come a long 
way since 1986, when the fed- 
eral government passed the 
Superfund Amendments and 
Reauthorization Act,” LeDuk 
said, citizens need to learn 
more about chemicals in their 
lives. 

The Superfund Amendment 
makes companies release in- 
formation in regards to chemi- 
cal use, storage and 
production. Employees also 
are to be told of the danger of 
such spilled or misused chemi- 
cals, how they are to be 
cleaned up when spilled, how 
to put out fires and what type 
of protective gear to wear, if 
necessary. 

“You also now will see fer- 
tilizer employees applying fer- 
tilizer with gloves and safety 
glasses on,” LeDuk said. 

Various tips on hazardous 
material handlings also were 
released by LeDuk including: 

C 1 >1 f you witness a haz- 
ardous materials accident, 
spill or leak, call 911. 

<2»Stay away from the inci 
dent site in order to minimize 
your chances of contami- 
nation. 

i3)If you are caught outside 
during an incident, try to stay 


upsteam, uphill and upwind as 
hazardous materials can be 
transported quickly by water 
and wind. 

(4) If you are in a vehicle, 
close off ventilation and shut 
your windows. This will re- 
duce the possibility for con- 
tamination or inhaling the 
hazardous material. 

(5) If you are asked to evacu- 
ate, do so immediately, but 
close all windows, shut vents, 
and turn off attic fans. Ro- 
mulus school buildings will be 
used as shelters. 

(6) If you are told to stay in- 
doors, seal all entry routes as 
efficiently as possible. Close 
and lock windows with wet 
towels and duct tape. Close all 
fireplace dampers. Turn off all 
ventilation systems including 
furnaces, air conditioning, 
vents and fans. 

(7) Avoid eating or drinking 
any food or water they may 
have become contaminated.

Student honored 


Mystery unfolds in stabbling death

While Eaton County Sher- 
iff’s detectives have arrested 
an ex-Detroit man and his Lan- 
sing girl friend for the stab- 
bing death of a 30-year- old 
Lansing area businessman, 
Romulus police are not sure 
why the victim’s barefoot body 
was dumped in a grassy field 
in Romulus on April 13. 

The body of Ronald Clark 
Pasko, formerly of Indiana, 
was found by a citizen lying in 
a field on Cogswell Road, 
south of Ecorse Road in Ro- 
mulus, about 8 a.m. April 13. 

Police later learned that Mr. 
Pasko had been killed in his 
own suburban home, just out- 
side of the state capitol, and 
his body later dumped in Ro- 
mulus. 

Mr. Pasko’s car was found 
abandoned on Route 69 on the 
Michigan side of the Indiana 
border. 

Eaton Sheriff’s deputies 
first arrested Stephanie 
Fisher, 24, in her Lansing 
home on April 29, Romulus 


Detective Sgt. Mike Ondejko 
revealed last Wednesday. 

Several days later, her live- 
in boyfriend, Lee McDuffie, 25, 
formerly of Detroit, reportedly 
surrendered to the Eaton 
Sheriffs authorities, when he 
learned police were looking 
for him in connection with 
Pasko’s death. 

Both were charged with first 
degree murder. 

Ondejko said neither defen- 
dant has given police an offi- 
cial statement and no definite 
murder motive has been re- 
vealed. 

Some close to the investiga- 
tion feel, however, that the mo- 
tive is related to an old 
financial deal between the vic- 
tim and McDuffie. 

The only connection bet- 
ween the pair that police have 
revealed to date is that they 
were former co-workers. 

Fisher and McDuffie are 
currently being housed in the 
Eaton County Jail pending a 
pre-trial hearing on Wednes- 
day. 

Ondejko said he and two fel- 
low detectives, Dan Snyder 


and Gordon Malaniak, are 
waiting for subpoenas to tes- 
tify in the case. 

The discovery of Mr. Pasko’s 
body clothed only in a red tur- 
tleneck shirt and jeans, came 
just as Romulus detectives 
were in the middle of an inves- 
tigation in the shooting death 
of a Detroit Metro Airport visi- 
tor in the parking lot of a local 
McDonald’s restaurant. 

While the body was stripped 
of personal identification pa- 
pers, police did find a paper 
nearby bearing Mr. Pasko’s 
name. 

His parents were notified 
and traveled to Romulus from 
Indiana to identify his body, 
police said. 

Investigators from Romulus, 
Eaton County and southern 
Michigan teamed up in the 
probe that learned that Mr. 
Pasko was a Purdue University 
graduate. He had earned an 
engineering degree and di- 
vorced his wife, prior to mov- 
ing from Indiana to the 
Lansing area several years 
ago. 


School holiday requested

After Wayne City Council 
members denied a request to 
develop a resolution directing 
the Wayne-Westland School 
District to recognize Martin 
Luther King Jr.’s birthday or 
“at least prohibit the giving of 
tests or exams on those days,” 
Wayne resident Jim Netter re- 
peated his request to school of- 
ficials Monday night. 

“I want a motion to stop 
holding exams on Martin Lu 
ther King Jr.’s birthday which 
has created animosity in the 
schools needlessly,” Netter 
said. 

Although the City of Wayne 
observes the national holiday, 
council members denied the 
request stating they should not 
direct school district action on 
the matter. 

“For the City Council to take 
action and issue an order to 
the school board is most inap- 
propriate,” Mayor Pro Tern Ed 
ward Phillips said. 

Although Westland Mayor 
Robert Thomas has not yet re 
sponded to the same request, 
he agreed with the Wayne de 
cision. 

“I’m trying to stay out of 
tilings. I’m really reluctant to 
tell the schools how to set pol- 
icy or how to run their own 
business,” Thomas said. 

Inkster City Council mem- 
bers, however, granted the re- 
quest and approved a 
resolution asking the district 
to “change the practice of not 
recognizing the 15th day of 
January as Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr. Day and/or not require 
students to take final examina- 
tions, whom might otherwise 
qualify for exemption from 
such requirement.” 

“We should at least ac- 
knowledge it as a matter of re- 
spect and protocol,” Netter 
said. “If you have a policy it 
formally recognizes that sensi

tivity.” 

Some school board mem- 
bers agreed that a resolution 
against testing on the national 
holiday was a good idea, how- 
ever, others sought a policy 
which, Board President 
Francis Winter said, was 
“more binding.” 

“With a policy, the rule will 
still be there throughout time,” 
Winter said. 

Board Vice-President 
Mathew McCusker agreed, “A 
resolution says what we think. 
A policy says what we’re doing. 
I’m probably the only person 
in this room that has walked 
with Martin Luther King. I’m 
sensitive to what your saying. 
It will be done.” 

Board members unani- 
mously approved a resolution 
directing School Superinten- 
dent Dr. Larry Thomas, in co- 
operation with administrative 
committees, to study the issue 
of testing and present a policy 
to be considered by the board 
members by the end of June. 
According to Thomas, the pro- 
posed policy should take into 
consideration school testing 
on all religious and leadership 
holidays. 

“We have to make sure 
we’re equitable. We should 
work with the cultural aware- 
ness committee." Assistant Su 
perintendent for Instruction 
Jane Kuckel said. 

It is the charge of district 
unions, Thomas added, to ne 
gotiate King’s birthday as a 
district holiday. 


“I too hope that it is settled 
in negotiations. If not, we will 
not offer tests on that day. I 
will make sure that doesn’t 
happen,” Thomas said. 

Dr. Bennie Horne said many 
people would like to see some 
action taken right away. 

“After tonight’s meeting 
people will go home and talk 
about it. Three months from 
now, there is no telling what 
will happen,” Home, a former 
Westland Economic Develop- 
ment Commissioner said. 

Inkster Mayor Edward Bi- 
vens, Jr. spoke of the impor- 
tance of the recognition of 
King’s birthday. 

“There is a legacy he left to 
each and every one of us.” Bi- 
vens said. “I’m satisfied ... this 
will be revisited with a posi- 
tive attitude. Please give it 
your best possible stroke,” the 
mayor added. 

The holiday, or lack thereof 
in the district, has been hotly 
contested since late January 
when a John Glenn High 
School student was almost de- 
nied the opportunity to take 
one of her final examinations 
because she stayed home Jan. 
17 to observe King’s birthday. 

Although Wayne resident 
Sandra Barrow's daughter had 
a perfect attendance record, 
the school teacher required 
she bring a note from her par- 
ents before she was allowed to 
take the examination. Barrow 
said. 

“My child has been there ev- 
ery day. It saddens me that you 
would make her take a final on 
this most important day." Bar 
row said earlier when speak 
ing to school officials. 

However. Thomas denied 
accusations that finals are nor 
mally taken on King’s birthday, 
stating the occurrence was an 
isolated incident. 

“There’s only one incident 
that occurred. We’ll make sure 
that does not happen again. " 
Winter said. 


Strike averted

Negotiators from the Gen- 
eral Motors Powertrain Group. 
Romulus Engine Plant and 
members of United Auto 
Workers (UAW) Local 163 
reached a tentative agreement 
on a new three-year contract 
about 10 minutes before a 
strike deadline Tuesday morn- 
ing. 

The negotiating teams bat 
tied various contract issues in- 
cluding work rules at the 
plant. They reached agree 
ment at 9:50 a.m. The strike 
deadline had been set at 10 
a.m. 

The contract that covers 


1,008 UAW members at the Ro- 
mulus plant. The plant also 
has 130 salaried employees on 
the job. 

The Romulus workers pro- 
duce 4.3L V6 engines that are 
used in S- Blazers, pick up 
trucks, and M and G vans. 

The engines are shipped to 
assembly plants in Baltimore. 
Shreveport, Pontiac West, Mor- 
aine and Linden. 

Both Bob Ranka, Pow- 
ertrain plant and program 
manager, and UAW negotiators 
expressed great relief as the 
round-the-clock sessions con- 
cluded Tuesday. The agree- 
ment is subject to union 
ratification.

The 1994 95 Romulus city 
budget totaling $11,498,386 was 
approved by a 4 1 vote Monday 
night, with only Councilman 
Randy Gear opposing the bud- 
get because Mayor Beverly 
McAnally had not increased 
the pay of the deputy treasurer 
and deputy city clerk to equal 
that of McAnally’s Administra- 
tive Aide Betsy Krampitz. 

Two council members, Jim- 
mie Raspberry and Michael 
Prybyla, were absent from the 
meeting. 

The issue of “parity” bet- 
ween the administrative aide 
and deputies’ salaries was 
raised during the budget study 
sessions by Gear and Raspbe- 
rry. McAnally said that Kram- 
pitz’ salary was increased in 
the 1992-93 budget, when her 
aide “dropped 17 personal

days pay and had her job de- 
scription upgraded.” 

Since that time, Deputy City 
Clerk Pam Kersey and Deputy 
Treasurer Carolyn Smith’s sal- 
aries will be increased $716 
each for the new fiscal year 
and their fringes will be 
increased. 

This leaves the two deputies 
$3,611 behind Krampitz, which 
Gear openly opposed Monday 
night. 

The new budget will take ef- 
fect on July 1, 1994. 

The limited pay increases 
were also opposed by former 
council candidate Mary Col- 
lins, but for a different reason. 

Collins said the city leaders 
admit that this will be a 
“skimpy financial year,” but 
asked why only two employees 
were singled out rather than a 
minimum hike across the 
board.

AN OPEN LETTER TO THE CITIZENS OF ROMULUS ... 

We at EDS would like to take this opportunity to discuss a number of mis-statements which have recently been made concerning our Deepvvell Facility. 

EDS hosted an informational dinner on July 13. 1993 in Romulus for members of the Romulus City Council. Planning Commission. Zoning Board of Appeals, the Mayor. City 
Clerk. City Treasurer, Head of the Building Department and other members of the administration. At that meeting. EDS personnel spent several houis intoiming the attendees ot 
the details of the proposed Deepwell Facility including the anticipated construction commencement date ot July 20, 1993 and answered all ot the questions which weie asked ot 
them. In addition, company policy and information literature was distributed which stated, in part, the following: 

“EDS’ primary market will be manufacturers located in Southeastern Michigan." 

"EDS plans to dispose of light liquids only, most of which are comprised of approximately 95 percent water. These liquids, tor the most pait. have already 
been recycled and have no energy value.” 

Today, our position on these points remains unchanged. However, recent mis-statements to the ettect that Canadian waste will definitely be a big part ot the volume disposed in 
the well and that contaminated oils, which are presently used as fuel in cement plants, would be transported to our Deepwell Facility are simply not true. 

Again, we hereby wish to state for the record: 

- Southeastern Michigan is the primary market for the Deepwell Facility and lull disposal capacity will be allocated tirst to this market. Excess capacity, it an). 
will be allocated to other qualified and legally permitted parties including Geological Disposal Systems. Inc. ("GDS ) our Canadian partnei. and others. GDS 
is hopeful it will be able to provide a small percentage ot Waste to be disposed of. According to GDS: "We have recognized all along that the primal) market 
for the Romulus Facility is southeastern Michigan and that disposal capacity will then be allocated to GDS and others. To put this in perspective, the CWM 
Deep Well Facility, in Vickery. Ohio, less than an hour from Detroit and which the EDS project is often compared to by its critics, received less than 1% ot its 
1992 volume from Canada. 

- Liquid wastes with high BTl’ contents, such as contaminated oils, are not suitable for deepwell injection. Liquid wastes which are suitable tor deepwell 
injection are dilute wastes comprised of approximately 90-95% water. 

According to the Michigan DNR. over 9.000 individual generators produced over 100.000 shipments ot hazardous waste in 1992. The total quantities resulting from these 
shipments included approximate^ 76.143.333 gallons of liquid and 179.575 tons of solid hazardous waste. The seven county area comprising Southeastern Michigan accounted tor 
over two-thirds of the liquid hazardous waste shipped that >eur. In Romulus alone. X7 companies shipped over 25 million pounds ot waste in 1992. This data c learly demonstrates 
the abundant need tor environmental!) sate and cost effective disposal ot liquid industrial and hazardous waste in this market area. Class 1 Deepwells have been determined bv the 
USEPA to be "safer than virtually all other waste disposal practices". 

EDS believes the residents of Romulus deser\e to know the tacts about our project and the technology involved. W'e hope this information is a benefit to you and ask that you 
call us with \our questions or comments (955-210(9. We expect to be operating in Romulus tor years to come as a good corporate citizen and neighbor.

The Canton Township clerk hopes to become a state 
senator. So does the supervisor of Van Buren Township 
and a Westland city councilman. 

The Wayne mayor wants to become a county commis- 
sioner and the battle for a seat in the U.S. Congress has 
just begun between a Belleville businessman and a long- 
time congressional aide. 

It is similar, indeed, to a game of musical chairs in 
which all the candidates hope to find an elected seat when 
the music of the voting machines stops. 

We wish them well, each and every one. 

To undertake a political campaign in this climate of 
suspicion and voter apathy is no small task. Each of these 
people, whether a seasoned politician or a novice making 
a first bid for voters* favor, will invest countless hours of 
heartbreaking labor and exhausting weeks of effort into a 
campaign. The mental, psychological and physical strain 
will be exceeded only by the financial toll a campaign will 
take on each of them. And still they wish to pursue this 
elusive goal. 

Because, if the truth be told, the best candidate is not 
always elected.

Innovators 

Local firm relies on technology

Outside the high tech facili- 
ties of InterMotive Technolo- 
gies, horses graze in a nearby 
pasture. 

The design and engineering 
firm, which is located on Sam- 
uel Barton Drive near Hag- 
gerty Road, is a striking 
contrast to the nearby fields, 
barns and greenhouses that 
line the busy thoroughfare. 

Inside the InterMotive 
building, engine systems are 
tested, airflow tests and anal- 
ysis are performed, prototype 
engines designed and a variety 
of other engineering and de- 
sign services are performed 
for the automotive industry. 

Perhaps, most interesting of 
all is a state-of-the-art laser 
digitizing system which can 
scan and copy complex sculp- 
ted surfaces. The Digibotics 3D 
Digitizing System is currently 
available on site for demon- 
strations, and was recently dis- 
played at the Rapid Prototype 
Seminar at the Hyatt Regency 
in Dearborn. 

“Three-dimensional model- 
ing is becoming the technology 
of choice for the majority of

automotive designers and en- 
gineers," said Daniel J. Gregg, 
director of sales and market- 
ing. “Through a unique trian- 
gulation technique, the 
adaptive laser beam can reach 
into deep undercuts and bet- 
ween surfaces to produce a 
complete data mesh. 

InterMotive and formed an 
alliance with the privately 
held company, Digibotics, Inc. 
of Austin, Texas. 

“The saving of time is a 
great advantage in an industry 
where ‘everything is needed 
yesterday.’ Other methods of 
copying complex surfaces are 
more costly and more time 
consuming,” said Fred 
Nicholas InterMotive CAD / 
CAM manager. 

Nicholas demonstrated the 
process in which an object is 
placed on the Digibot and then 
rotates on a platter while the 
laser translates horizontally 
and vertically. 

“Vertically spaced cross- 
sections are digitized starting 
from the bottom and moving 
upward,” he said. “The scan- 
ning software intelligently fol- 
lows the contours of the 
surface, acquiring a sequence 


of spaced points while keeping 
the laser beam normal to the 
surface. 

“After digitizing, the object 
is composed of a stack of cross- 
sectional contours, and the en 
tire object - along with individ- 
ual points and contours - can 
be examined and modified,” 
Nicholas said. 

Finally, a surface mesh com- 
posed of triangular facets is 
generated by connecting 
points and contours between 
cross-sections. 

“One of the applications of 
this technology' is make a copy 
of an existing part so that addi 
tional parts can be manufac- 
tured. For example, parts for 
an old Army vehicle or an old 
automobile can be made by 
‘reverse engineering’ of an ex- 
isting part,” he said. 

“I wouldn’t say that the Dig- 
ibot is portable, but it can be 
moved. It fits well in an office 
cubicle and weighs only 140 
pounds,” said Nicholas. 

The Van Buren Township- 
based firm, which employs 69 
people, performs the majority 
of its work for the automotive 
industry, including the Big 
Three.

When you offer the best ser- 
vice possible, word travels fast 
said Marsha Dagenais, man- 
ager of Eva’s Bridals in Dear- 
born. 

“Business has been ex- 
tremely good," said Dagenais. 
“Being new, we thought it 
would be slower, but it’s been 
busy since the beginning of 
March. There is a two-week 
waiting list for fittings.”

Shop offers a ‘better way’ for car repairs

After years of watching car 
care customers absorb a 70- 
percent mark-up on car parts, 
Anton Nordby, a trained tech 
nician, discovered a better 
way to do business. 

Nordby enlisted the aide of 
his sister, Vistina Franklin, 
and brother, David Nordby, to 
open Bring Your Own Parts 
Auto Service in Westland 
April 18. Located at 1251 
Wayne Road, between Cherry 
Hill and Palmer, the family- 
owned and operated business 
caters to customers from 8 a.m. 
to 6 p.m. Monday through Fri- 
day and from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
Saturday. 

“When my brother was 
working for other businesses, 
he noticed that about 25- 
percent of the customers 
brought their own parts and 
asked if they could be put in,” 
said Franklin, “but the com- 
panies weren’t allowed to do 
that. He got the idea to give 
people the choice.” 

The concept of Bring Your 
Own Parts Auto Service is to 
allow people to supply their 
own parts and save money. In- 
dividuals who chose not to 
supply the parts can purchase 
them through the new busi- 
ness however, at a minimal 
mark-up rate. 


“The most we mark-up our 
parts is 20-percent and that 
price then includes labor and 
delivery charges,” said Frank- 
lin. 

Trained technicians are on 
hand to install brakes, shock- 
n-struts, exhausts, front ends, 
drive axles and rack-in-pinon 
steering but the biggest re- 
sponse has been to the $9.95 
(plus tax) oil change.

Testimony heard in murder attempt of family

A jury trial for a 27-year-old Westland man, 
who is accused of attempting to murder his then 
pregnant wife and two small children by setting 
their family home ablaze in May 1993, began in 
Detroit Recorder’s Court Wednesday. 

Robert Michael Mulka was charged with three 
counts of assault with intent to murder and an 
arson charge following the May 25, 1993 fire from 
which the family escaped without injury. 

Opening arguments were presented by pros- 
ecutor Mike Lehto, however co- defense attorneys 
Otis Culpepper and David Cripps bypassed open- 
ing arguments and testimony was taken by the 
defendant’s wife and other witnesses. Testimony 
is expected to continue through Monday. 

Mulka’s wife, Wendy Mulka, 22, testified that 
she was in the home sleeping and heard glass 
breaking just before her 7-year-old daughter 
screamed, alerting her to the fire. 

“I heard the glass breaking before my daughter 
screamed. I thought Rob dropped a glass. I didn’t

think nothing of it. It was no big deal to me,” 
Mulka said. 

Mulka testified that she fell back asleep 
shortly after the sound and was awakened by the 
sounds of her 7-year-old daughter’s screams in the 
hallway outside her bedroom around 6:30 a.m. 

When she saw smoke in the hallway, Mulka got 
up and went to her 1- year- old daughter’s room 
with her eldest daughter and escaped through the 
bedroom window with the two children, accord- 
ing to testimony. As she was approaching her 
youngest daughter’s room, Mulka testified, she 
could see flames coming from the living room 
couch. 


After escaping, Mulka testified that she ran to 
her next door neighbor’s house and knocked on 
the door. When her neighbor, Barbara Aimone, 
answered, Mulka told her the house was on fire 
and to call 911. 

“1 flew out of bed. Wendy fell into my arms and 
said ‘My God - my house is on fire,’ and I saw 
smoke coming out of the house through every 
crack,” Aimone testified. 

The night before the incident occurred, the 
defendant left the house twice, returning the sec- 
ond time around 3 a.m. Mulka testified that she 
was angry with her husband and spoke with him 
about being late on a work night. 

“I yelled at him - but he didn’t yell back be- 
cause it was 3 in the morning and he had to get up. 
He was late and I was upset,” Mulka testified. 

According to testimony, the couple went to bed 
and when their alarm clock sounded later that 
morning, Mulka laughed at her husband because 
he was late for work. 

“I laughed because I knew it was going to hap-

Award winner 

Film reveals 
personal story

With one award-winning documentary al- 
ready to his credit, a Wayne filmmaker is gath- 
ering footage for another documentary 
involving the deep well project controversy in 
Romulus. 

“I’m not doing a film on whether a deep in- 
jection well is a good thing or a bad thing. I’m 
interested in focusing on the community that 
doesn’t want it,” said Steve Julin. “One angle 
may be the minority issue.” 

Earlier this year, Julin won a Telly Award for 
his 29-minute documentary In the Light of Jus- 
tice: The Gary Fannon Story. The award, which 
was founded in 1980, is annually presented to 
outstanding non-network and cable television 
productions. 

After working for one year on his award- 
winning film, Julin directed his attention to an- 
other local issue on which to base his next doc- 
umentary. 

Julin visited a community meeting at the 
First Baptist Church of Romulus on Tuesday 
evening to film speakers who protested the well 
as a minority issue. Julin’s camera rolled as 
speakers questioned why Romulus has 20 
dump sites and why waste disposal areas are 
often placed in low-income minority neighbor- 
hoods. 

“I first heard about the well issue when Bill 
Bonds commented on it. Later, one of the dai- 
lies did a more in-depth story on it. I made a 
few phone calls, and talked to the mayor (Bev- 
erly McAnally) and the head of Romulus Envi-

Man accused of assaulting ex-girlfriend's daughter

A Westland woman’s ex-boyfriend, who was im- 
prisoned after committing four felonies and five 
misdemeanors, was bound over to Detroit Re- 
corder’s Court for allegedly sexually assaulting 
the woman’s teenage daughter. 

James Edgar Grassel, a 41-year-old Westland 
resident, was charged with first-degree criminal 
sexual conduct (CSO for allegedly having sexual 
intercourse with the 15-year-old while she was 
sleeping at his home, located on the 5900 block of 
Linville Street. Grassel is being held on a $25,000 
cash bond. 


The incident allegedly occurred overnight 
April 30 when the girl and her 12-year-old sister 
and 3-year old brother were spending the night in 
the defendant’s living room. According to testi- 
mony, the victim was sleeping face down on a 
couch and was awakened around 3 a.m. when she 
felt something “heavy” on her back. 

She testified further that she awoke to find the 
defendant lying on top of her and that he sexually 
assaulted her at that time. 

The girl said she told the defendant she 
wanted to call her mother, but he denied her 
request and went into the kitchen where he be- 
gan a one hour conversation with the girl warning 
her not to tell her mother about the incident. 


“He was telling me it was my fault and if I told 
my mom I’d get really sick,” she testified. “He 
said if I told my mom, she would be mad at me 
and not him.” 

The victim reported the incident to her mother 
the next afternoon. 

Grassel was a live in boyfriend of the Westland 
woman for 10 years and was the victim’s only 
father figure, according to the mother’s testimony. 

“He lived with me, then he went to jail. I was 
living with him on and off,” the victim’s mother 
testified. 

Grassel had just been released from parole 
before the alleged assault occurred

Toughest drug law in nation is topic of award-winning film

A Canton Township 
mother's plea to allow future 
parole to her son and some 120 
other convicted Michigan drug 
law violators formed the basis 
for an award winning docu- 
mentary by a Wayne film- 
maker. 

Honored with a Telly Award 
for the film. Steven Julin con 
tinues to keep in contact with 
the people whose story he 
filmed last year. 

“The documentary tells the 
story of Gary Fannon Jr., a con 
victed drug dealer who is serv- 
ing a life sentence without 
parole.” said Julin. “Fannon is 
a first-time offender, who was 
convicted and sentenced un- 
der the so-called ‘650' laws, 
which are tho harshest drug 
laws in the United States.” 

The law states that any indi- 
vidual in possession of 650 
grams or more of cocaine will 
be sentenced to life in prison 
without parole. The law, en 
acted in 1978, prescribes life 
imprisonment for any individ- 
ual found guilty of possession, 
delivery or conspiracy to de- 
liver or possess the stated 
amount of cocaine. 

Julin’s filming of In Light of 
Justice: The Gary Fannon Story 
is more than a documentary on 
drugs it is the story of how 
one man and his family are 
coping with his life imprison- 


ment without chance of parole. 

"When I decided to make 
the film about Gary, he wasn't 
in the news. I read a letter 
from his mother in the news- 
paper that caught my eye. and 
I couldn't believe what she 
wrote was true. I wrote to Gary 
in prison, and he sent me his 
mother's phone number." Julin 
said. “She told me her story in 
the film. I also had interviews 
with Rep. William Bryant, Oak 
land County Prosecutor Rich 
ard Thompson and Gary in 
prison. 

“The film took a year to 
make. A lot of time was spent 
in getting interviews. It took 
me four months to arrange the 
prison shoot," Julin said. “It 
took quite a long time to get 
Thompson in front of the cam- 
era, but his appearance was 
crucial. I had to have his views 
supporting the •650/Lifter' to 
balance the story." 

Julin said his award- 
winning film opens with for- 
mer President George Bush 
talking about the war on drugs. 

“Gary admits his guilt, and 
he said he deserves to be in 
prison - but not for life. Actu- 
ally, his sentence is a death 
sentence, not a life sentence, 
because he will be in prison 
until he dies, according to the 
current law,” Julin said. 

Ironically, Gary, who was 18 
at the time, was not even in the 
state when the drug deal oc-

ronmentalists Caring About 
People (RECAP),” Julin said. 
"I need to make some contacts 
with the well owners and sup- 
porters to balance the story, 
but, because the issue is in the 
courts, it is difficult to get peo- 
ple to talk in front of the cam- 
era. I gave myself a July 
deadline for the film, but it 
doesn’t look as if I can make 
that.” 

The 27-year-old filmmaker’s 
initial efforts received a poor 
start when he received a fail 
ing grade in photography in ju 
nior high school, but he did a 
turn about in 11th grade when 
he took a film class taught by 
John Prusak. 

“I got turned on to televi- 
sion in his class, and he was a 
real inspiration. I also had 
some good professors in col- 


lege,” Julin said. 

Before graduating from 
Eastern Michigan University. 
Julin attended Grand Valley 
State College and Wayne State 
University. 

“My ultimate goal is to work 
in some facet of production 
and make a living not easy in 
this Field.” Julin said. “I like 
the kinds of things 1 see on 
Nova and National Geographic, 
and I hope to attain that level 
some day. 

“Topics come to me, 1 don’t 
go looking for them,” said Ju- 
lin. “Sometimes, it is frustrat- 
ing to be looking and not find 
anything. But, then I have to sit 
back and let the story come to 
me. 

“There are stories that have 
to be told, and I can tell them - 
in film a different way.”

pen. He seemed a little angry,” 
Mulka added. 

Fire officials contacted Ro- 
bert Mulka at his job regarding 
the Fire. Mulka told fire offi- 
cials he ignited an Afghan 
blanket in the living room be-

out," Westland Assistant Fire 
Ghief/Marshall Patrick Harder 
said previously.

first offense. 

In December of 1986. a Can 
ton Township police officer on 
assignment with the Wayne 
County Drug Enforcement 
team met Fallon and arranged 
to buy a kilo 1.000 grams) of 
cocaine. After a series of meet- 
ings. involving Fannon. two 
other men delivered 727 grams 
of cocaine to the undercover 
officer and a Michigan State 
Police undercover detective in 


Inkster on Jan. 9. 1987. The two 
drug suspects were arrested at 
the scene, and Fannon. who 
was out of ihe state when the 
drugs were delivered, was con 
victed for his role in the con 
spiracy. 

“Even though many people 
see an injustice in the heavy 
se ence for the first time of- 
ft ier. many elected officials 
are reluctant to support a 
change in the 650’ law because 


they fear their constituents 
will charge them with being 
soft on drugs,” Julin said. “If. 
for example, Gary Fannon had 
been convicted of a federal 
drug charge, instead of a state 
law, he would have received 
five to 15 years." 

"Today. Gary is still serving 
his life sentence even though it 
was his first offense and the 
law was found unconstitu- 
tional in 1992," Julin said.

Area residents share a pet 
peeve -- lack of voter participa- 
tion in Westland city elections 
and Wayne Westland School 
elections. 

Westland Chamber of Com- 
merce President Dennis 
LeMaitre said Westland could 
be a better city if, “people 
would get off their duffs and 
do something.” 

“I have a problem with per- 
sons in our community who 
voice their complaints about 
city services and the schools 
and don’t go to the poll to vote. 
Only 10 percent go to vote 
while 90 to 100 percent have 
complaints.” 


Westland business owner 
Margaret Harlow said she has 
several pet peeves, but one of 
her top concerns is low voter 
turnout at the polls during na- 
tional and local elections. Har- 
low said she feels many 
Americans take for granted 
their right to cast a ballot. 

“Important decisions are 
made by very few people (in 
the United States). In South Af 
rica people are waiting in 
lines for days to cast their 
votes," Harlow said. 

Some of her other pet 
peeves include narrow- 
mindedness and poor excuses. 

“There are many people 
who cannot see the benefit of a 
project today on the effect of 
quality of services and quality 


oi life to individuals and the 
community.” Harlow said re- 
ferring to the Westland Li- 
brary Project. 

“People are so narrow 
minded. Sometimes they can't 
see the big picture,” she ad- 
ded. 

Harlow said she is also con- 
cerned that people make is- 
sues out of non issues. 


“It bothers me when indi- 
viduals try to make an issue a 
male/female issue and not 
what is good for all con- 
cerned,” Harlow said. 

Wayne resident Val Wolf, 
who attends Wayne-Westland 
School board meetings on a 
regular basis, said her pet 
peeve is negative people and 
their lack of positive participa- 


tion in the community and at 
the polls. 

“While they complain about 
everything, they refuse to be- 
come involved. They need to 
look at both sides and initiate 
change to make things better. 
If people are not willing to 
take an active role in the com- 
munity, they shouldn’t com- 
plain when action is taken,” 
Wolf said. 

Wolf spoke of such hot 
topics as the Westland Library 
Project, the Wayne Community 
pool and local and school elec- 
tions. » 

“People yell about what 
goes on in the schools and they 
don’t go to school board meet- 
ings ... and make their feelings 
clear,” Wolf said. 


Wolf said those that do not 
vote really should not criticize 
a person elected to office be- 
cause they had the chance to 
determine who that office 
holder would be and didn’t 
take the initiative. 

An average Westland city 
election turnout is about 16 
percent, according to Westland 
City Clerk Diane Fritz, 
whereas, an average school 
election has a turnout of bet- 
ween 18 and 22 percent, 
Wayne- Westland Elections 
Clerk Eleanor Harrington 
said. 

Fritz added that voter turn- 
out among Westland resident 
for state elections is a little 
higher at about 23 percent. 



Potholes, copy fees irritate Wayne resident

Wayne resident Jim Netter 
has several complaints rang- 
ing from the the 50-cent per- 
page price taxpayers are 
charged for copies of city docu- 
ments to his landscaping ef- 
forts.

“This is ridiculous,” Netter 
said, referring to the fee for 
copying city documents, which 
he requests frequently. “Most 
copies around town only cost 
10 cents. I’m also upset about 


the roads in the city and the 
multiple Band-Aid approach 
to repair the pot holes. These 
roads almost dance the steer- 
ing wheel right out of your 
hands.” 

Netter said he’s also won- 
dering if anyone in the area 
can predict when is the best 
time to plant flowers. 

“I’ve talked to so many peo- 
ple, and I’ve heard that we 
should wait until the end of 
May or the beginning of June,” 
Netter said. “With this rotten 
weather going from hot to cold, 
cold to warm and then warm to 


cold, who can tell when we can 
start planting flowers.” 

Long-time Wayne resident 
Nancy Pride said she’s dis- 
gusted with the upcoming in- 
crease in the water and sewer 
bill. The inci'ease will pay for 
the required sewer separation 
project mandated by state offi- 
cials and will affect all resi- 
dents. 

Sewer separation, however, 
only needs to conducted in se- 
lect neighborhoods throughout 
the community which include 
areas bordered by Michigan 
Avenue, Wayne Road, An- 


napolis Road and up to Michi- 
gan Avenue. The fourth area is 
Woodbrook. 

Pride said she believes resi- 
dents not affected by the pro- 
ject shouldn’t have to pay. 

“We have no choice in this 
matter, and now we are being 
forced to pay for something 
that doesn’t affect where I 
live,” Pride said. “This pro- 
gram is being funded feder- 
ally, and those residents in the 
neighborhoods where the con- 
struction is going to take place 
are going to have their roads 


fixed with our tax dollars.” 

Pride said years ago Cham- 
berlain Park residents were 
forced to have their streets 
paved, and most of the people 
who paid for the improvement 
at that time were blue collar 
workers. 

“I just don’t think it’s right 
that we have to be double 
dipped, and this is something 
that is not going to affect the 
front of my house,” Pride said. 
“Let the people affected pay 
for the upgrading of their own 
roads.”

Nordby enlisted the aide of 
his sister, Vistina Franklin, 
and brothel', David Nordby, to 
open Bring Your Own Parts 
Auto Service in Westland 
April 18. Located at 1251 
Wayne Road, between Cherry 
Hill and Palmer, the family- 
owned and operated business 
caters to customers from 8 a.m. 
to 6 p.m. Monday through Fri 
day and from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
Saturday. 

“When my brother was 
working for other businesses, 
he noticed that about 25- 
percent of the customers 
brought their own parts and 
asked if they could be put in,” 
said Franklin, “but the com- 
panies weren’t allowed to do 
that.
